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Industry Needs New Thinking in 1955 
to Meet Changing World Conditions

T IS VERY PLEASING to see the Board of Trade Journal starting the new year in new finery, 
and I am particularly glad to be associated with an issue that puts such a bold face on the future. 
The fact is that we all need to refurbish our ideas from time to time. I am going to suggest 
that the beginning of another year is a good moment for us in industry to ask ourselves very seriously 
whether we are really as up to date in our thinking as we ought to be. During the past year, with 
its freedom from economic crises, industry has had the chance not only to consolidate but to make 
real progress. Nevertheless, there is still a tendency to think in terms of our recovery from the damage 
and dislocation of the war, as if pre-war standards were applicable today. 

In my view we are already long past that. For years we have been speaking of ‘re-equipment’ 
in the sense of restoring our pre-war productive capacity; we still need to re-equip ourselves, but 
this time it is to meet the needs of a changed society at home and an outside world that is already 
quite different from what it was before the war and is developing fast. We are only just beginning to 
exploit the scientific innovations that will enable us to meet those needs; whether we realize it or 
not we are in the early stages of a second industrial revolution greater, perhaps, than the first. 


Are We Moving Fast Enough? 

I am not suggesting that the present trends of thought in industry should be reversed — rather that 
we are not always moving as fast as we ought in the direction we recognize to be the right one, and 
that the pace varies too much as between different firms and different industries. 

First of all, I do not think we have fully realized all the implications of full employment. In our 
planning we sometimes tend to look on it quite unconsciously as a temporary phenomenon, though 
no one would wish it so. The answer to full employment and an agei ion must be, in a 
word, investment — and by this I mean not only investment in plant 2nd inery, but investment 
in research, in personnel, in education and training at all levels, and in the technique of management. 
Capital investment in manufacturing industry, in the ordinary sense, has been low since 
the war, at first because of shortage of materials and the controls that went with it to ensure that the 
basic industries were re-equipped first, later because the combination of rising costs and high 
taxation left companies with ina reserves of money to finance development. Those conditions 
no longer apply, and although it has taken time for plans to mature the indications now are that 
the tide has turned. But I am convinced that the rate of investment in productive equipment will 
have to be stepped up very considerably. 

Investment in research is another aspect of the same problem. We certainly need more, not se 
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much perhaps in fundamental research as in the application of scien- 
tific discoveries to products and to manufacturing processes. In this 
the work of the industrial research associations is invaluable and I 
should like to see it still more strongly supported. ‘To-day the develop- 
ment of any invention is likely to be enormously costly and can only 
be achieved by teamwork not only within firms but within industries 
as a whole. We simply cannot afford a dog-in-the-manger attitude, 
and I think we need a greater realization of the fact that the advantages 
to an industry and to the country of pooling our knowledge - and our 
mistakes ~ far outweigh the risk to the individual firm of losing a 
temporary lead which it may not be able to exploit fully. So in this 
field I look to much more co-operation, whether through the research 
associations or otherwise. 

Perhaps I might digress and put in a plea for still greater co-opera~ 
tion in a wider field. The trade associations and trade unions have a 
duty to protect their members, but in present conditions this can and 
should take second place to the opportunities they have for promoting 
their interests in a positive way. The Federation of British Industries 
itself was formed ‘for the encouragement, promotion and protection 
of industries of all kinds,’ and in the last few years we have turned 
increasingly to promotion. Two recent examples, of a very different 
kind, have been the British Trade Fair at Bagdad and our work on 
the recruitment of university graduates into industry. 

Every industry has its own particular problems, very many of 
which, I feel sure, call for a positive, forward-looking and co-operative 
approach rather than relying on defensive measures against troubles 
that may never come. There is also a very special opportunity for 
collaboration, for a particular objective but on an exceptionally wide 
front, in the work of the British Productivity Council and its local 
associations. This has already shown results in changing the climate 
of opinion towards productivity, but there is any amount of scope 
still for the interchange of practical ideas through the circuit scheme 
and in other ways. 


Investment in Education 


By investment in education I do not mean only the need for companies 
to educate and train their own people, though this is essential and 
progress in this direction must be continued. I mean rather that the 
recruitment of well-educated staff must be looked on as a long-term 
investment. The F.B.I. has recently suggested that many industrial 
firms have failed to realize how many of the boys whom in the past 
they recruited straight from school are now going on to universities 
and can only enter industry as graduates, at the higher salaries to 
which they are entitled, or not at all. 

To ignore this change in our social system is not only to miss the 
opportunity of the very real advantages the university mind can bring 
to management, but also to close the door «1 the very man who would 
have been eagerly accepted if he had been available earlier. The same 
process operates at the lower levels as well. A substantial proportion 
of the boys whom industry recruited in past at 13 or 14 had the 
makings of managers and even directors; but we have to recognize 
that the educational system of to-day gives the boys with that kind 
of potential talent the opportunity of going on to a grammar school, 
which they will not leave till they are 16, 17 or even older. 

To turn to the outside world in which, as a country, we have to 
earn our living, I do not think we always take sufficient account of the 
enormous changes there have been in population, in the pattern of 
demand and in the type of competition we have to meet. Many of our 
traditional goods are excluded from countries which are determined 
to make their own: we can only hope that their policies are realistic, 
that their success will lead to new demands, and that we shall be in a 
position to meet them. 


Meanwhile we must seek out new markets, and there are many 
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which in pre-war terms were inconsiderable but now have substantial 
buying power. The oil-bearing countries of the Middle East are one 
example; the Caribbean is another — there are countries in that area 
of whose imports we are only supplying two or three per cent. If we 
can compete with American manufacturers on their home ground, 
we should surely be able to do so in any third market from which we 
are not excluded by special restrictions. 


In the search for markets it is not sufficient to look at the problem 
with post-war eyes: the changes are taking place so rapidly that we 
need constant vigilance and a re-assessment almost month by month. 
Just because we have had our fingers burnt once, when some countries 
over-reached themselves and had to imnose restrictions, we must not 
let that blind us to the possibility that they may again become im- 
portant markets. It may be an expensive business to keep goodwill 
alive; but when we have been out of a market for a long time, as we 
were out of Latin America throughout the war, it becomes both 
difficult and expensive to get back. People’s memories are short, and 
they are only too ready to accept the standards set by those countries 
which happen to have been able to supply the 
goods and forget that there may be better and 
cheaper goods elsewhere. It is not the custo- 
mer’s job to find out: that is why we need 
salesmanship, and although we have made a 
great deal of progress recently in re-developing 
the competitive mentality there is still room 
for improvement. 

One still hears complaints about sales 
literature not being in the language of the 
country, about quotations being in sterling 
and by the gross or the pound. These are no 
doubt the exceptions; but it is shocking that 
such complaints should be made at all when 
trade mission after trade mission has stressed 
the need for us to speak the language of our 
customers. Again, there is still evidence of the 
sort of off-handedness that was a feature of 
the post-war scene in Britain itself — of laxity 
in correspondence and of salesmen not being 
on duty on the stands at a trade fair when a 
party of important visitors was known to be 
on its ‘way. 


More Imagination Needed 


We need to show more imagination in adap- 
ting our products, or at least their presen- 
tation, to the needs of different markets. 
There are great advantages to be gained by 
standardization, both in production and in the 
acceptance of certain kinds of product in countries where British 
standards are recognized; but there is plenty of room for adaptation in 
exterior styling, iettering and colour —- many overseas buyers have less 
austere tastes than our own! — and certainly in packaging. 

These remarks apply mainly to consumer goods. In the capital goods 
field, though in fact it goes further tian that, we are not sufficiently 
alive to the importance of following closely the activities of the various 
agencies which exist to finance development and the bodies in the 
different countries which carry it out, suck as the World Bank, the 
United Nations Technical Assistance Administration, the Food and 
Agriculture Organization and the Colombo Plan. Organizations of this 
kind, which are doing really valuable work, are a characteristic feature 
of the post-war world. We ought to be on the spot when capital 
developments are being planned under their auspices, not oaly so that 
we can be prepared to tender with full knowledge of the conditions 
when the time comes, but also because such major developments, 
whether they are undertaken by us or some other country, bring with 
them the chance of contracts for subsidiary schemes and often open

up an entirely new market for consumer goods. 

A particular aspect of this is that firms in this country must be 
readier than they are now to release really high-powered technical men 
to serve with these agencies. Even in so truly internationally-minded 
an institution as the World Bank it is not to be expected that its 
management can be aware of all Britain can offer unless their staff 
includes British or at least British-trained engineers. In this par~ 
ticular case the recent appointment of a British Chief Engineer has 
been a most valuable step; but there are other agencies which have 
to do without advice on British capabilities because we have not 
provided them with men of the high calibre they want. 

Closely allied to this is the supplying of British text-books, labora- 
tory equipment and models to universities and technical colleges 
overseas — you cannot expect an engineer or a chemist to think of 
buying British if all his training has been done on equipment supplied 
by other countries and he is thinking all the time in terras of their 
specifications. In just the same way there ought to be much wider 
support for training schemes such as the F.B.I. Overseas Scholarships 
scheme, under which young graduate en- 
gineers from countries which are in process of 
development are given practical training in 
British works. The scholar goes back in due 
course thoroughly familiar with British 
methods and equipment. I will not say that 
he will always buy British as a result - we 
still have to be competitive in every commer- 
cial sense; but at least he will not ignore a 
British tender, or fail to seek one, just because 
he is ignorant of what we can do. 


Combined Effort in Publicity 


I think. we tend to look on the more obvious 
media of overseas publicity too much as if 
their value were all in the short term, for- 
getting that the overall effect is the sum of 
many individual efforts. The Government 
Information Services, the B.B.C. and the 
British Council are doing a fine job as far 
as their limited resources allow, but I do not 
believe that individual companies are supply- 
ing them with sufficient material. The same 
is true of those enterprising and public- 
spirited publishers who produce special 
editions of technical journals for distribution 
overseas. 

In the context of trade promotion I make 
no apology for referring once again to the 
British Trade Fair at Bagdad, the first 
venture of its kind organized by my own Federation, because it was 
an outstanding, if not a unique, example of a really concentrated 
and concerted effort. It was deliberately timed as a follow-up to a 
particularly successful trade mission, and although industry took the 
initiative and the risk it could not have received greater support than 
it did from every Government Department. Now I think there is a 
great deal of scope for planned and concerted action of this kind - 
not necessarily involving trade fairs, for the growing number of 
fairs is already a severe strain on the resources of individual com- 
panies which feel they must exhibit - but promotional campaigns, 
of one kind or another so designed as to produce a really effective and 
continuing impact in a particular area. 

These, then, are a few points, some large and costly, some appar- 
ently trivial, about which I suggest we need some new thinking in 
1955. There is one thing common to all of them -- that they call for a 
long view, for co-operation and a realization that another firm’s 
success may pave the way to our own, and for confidence in the 
future. I for one have no doubt about the last. 
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Expanding But Competitive Market for British Goods 
in the Pacific Northwest 




















The following article has been written for the Board ot Trade Journal by the British Consulate-General in Seattle as one 
of a series designed to interest United Kingdom exporters in the regional aspects of the United States market. 


WITH AN AREA more than four times that of the United Kingdom 
and with a population only one-tenth as large, the Pacific Northwest, 
which comprises the States of Washington, Oregon, Idaho and 
Montana, is one of the most rapidly expanding areas in the United 
States. Its vast natural resources —s as yet only partly developed. 
Its industrial base is expanding and becoming more diversified 
and its population is increasing at a greater rate than any other district 
in the United States. The prospects for the future economic develop- 
ment of the Pacific Northwest are bright. 

All necessary conditions therefore for a steadily increasing market 
for British goods are present, although this is by no means an easy 
market. Competition is extremely keen; there is a long-standing 
connection with the large business and manufacturing centres in 
the Eastern cities of the Union, and many wholesalers and retailers 
in the Pacific Northwest are not familiar with import procedure. 
On the other hand, there is a growing desire among business men 
in the Pacific Northwest, particularly among the younge 


Economy of the Area 

The economy of the Pacific Northwest is based on its vast forests 
which produce about a third of the total lumber output of the United 
States; its rich farmlands producing wheat, potatoes, fruit and other 
. abundance; the fishing industry; and, to a smaller extent, 


35 million kilowatts. Dams now scheduled will add some 4 million 
kilowatts of power to present output in the next eight years and the 
construction of further dams is under consideration. Apart from 
power, the harnessing of the Columbia River has added about 5 
million acres of irrigated land to the farmlands of the Pacific North- 
west. Projects under consideration will provide a further 1-3 million 
acres of new irrigation over the next 15 to 20 years. Non-Federal 
utility concerns alone have 33 hydro-electric projects and additions 
to existing projects under consideration in the four States of the 
Pacific Northwest with a total capacity of over 5 million kilowatts. 


Development of Power 
In spite of the already immense hydro-electric power available 
and the potential hydro-electric resources as yet untapped, even more 
power is deemed necessary for the industrial development of the 
Pacific Northwest. In June this year permission was granted by the 
Federal Power Commission to the Pacific Northwest Pipeline Corpora- 
tion to supply natural gas to this area from gas fields in the San Juan 
Basin of southern Colorado and New Mexico. Some 1,500 miles of 
main pipe-line as well as hundreds of miles of lateral supply lines and 
delivery extensions will convey some 343 million cubic feet of natural 
gas per day to consumers, delivery being scheduled to start by 
December 1955.

Hanford Atomic Works. The atomic works will represent an invest- 
ment of one thousand million dollars by 1955. Two large oil refineries 
are also in the course of construction and a third is contemplated. 

It is evident that the outlook is for continued industrial expansion 
and prosperity in the Pacific Northwest. In itself, however, the 
growth of industry does not necessarily imply greater imports of 
capital goods or raw materials through firms in the Pacific Northwest; 
many of the new factories which have been established or will be 
established are affiliates or subsidiaries of firms in other parts of the 
United States through whom purchasing arrangements are made. 
It is to be hoped that some United Kingdom manufacturers will 
obtain further orders for part of the electric power plant required 
for the full development of the hydro-electric resources but the real 
benefit of the increase in industry and population will be the creation 
of a broader market for consumer goods of all descriptions. This 
should give wider opportunities for the sale of British consumer 
goods. 

The principal ports of the Pacific Northwest such as Seattle, 
Tacoma and Portland, have been built upon export trade of bulk 
commodities such as lumber, wheat and fruit, while imports have 
hitherto played a lesser role. Consequently the number of firms 
experienced in the import business is relatively small compared with 
the total business turnover. It has become increasingly evident, 
however, to the Port authorities and the business communities that 
unless imports from foreign countries are encouraged, West Coast 
ports will not be able to maintain or to increase their export trade to 
those countries. 


Foreign Trade Zone 


In Seattle a Foreign Trade Zone has been established for some years 
where importers can store their goods and process or repack them or 
obtain a ruling on the duty liability, before the goods enter United 
States Customs ix ns Although this facility has not proved as 
popular as was initially expected, it could in some instances prove 
very useful to United Kingdom exporters.. Port facilities have been 
improved in the principal ports which are visited regularly by several 
British and Continental shipping lines. An International Trade Fair 
designed to promote trade between the Pacific Northwest and the 
‘Pacific rim’ countries has been held in Seattle for the past three years 
and will be held again in the spring of 1955, Although great efforts 
are being made locally to attract trade, United Kingdom exports to 
this district will not increase materially unless greater efforts are also

made by United Kinydora manufacturers to sell their products in 
this market. Because merchanting activity is not so developed in the 
Pacific Northwest as in the Eastern States, this is an area where, 

haps more than, most others, personal visits by United Kingdom 
anneal men repay the trouble taken. 

The only Pacific Northwest towns which United Kingdom exporters 
need consider in the first instance are Seattle and Portland. Some 25 
per cent. of the total population and 50 per cent. of the urban popula- 
tion are in these two towns. 

If a visit is impracticable, the British Consulate-General, 1814 
Exchange Building, Seattle 4, Washington, and the British Consulate, 
9067 Lewis Building, Portland, Oregon, will be pleased to advise 
United Kingdom exporters on the appointment of agents or dis- 
tributors. Any United Kingdom firms who would like assistance of 
this sort are invited to write to the Export Services Branch of the 
Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road; London, W.C.1, 
or to the Regional Office of the Board of Trade in their area. 


Distribution and Agencies 

There are comparatively few old-established wholesale distributors 
or agency firms-—a hundred years ago there were only a few pros- 
pectors and fur traders in the whole territory besides the Indians - 


hence the need for complete information. There are many good 
business men who will be willing to try new lines provided they are 
able to judge for themselves whether or not the product can be sold. 
Such men are not prepared to enter into lengthy correspondence to 
obtain information they feel should be available when they are 
approached as potential distributors. Likewise, for many products, 
experience in the trade while desirable is not essential in an agent 
or distributor. A dealer in lumber, for instance, is often perfectly 
capable of taking a line of consumer goods and making a success of 
it. As mentioned P etervt ont competition is keen i ly 
manufacturers and merchants in the eastern States of the United 
States. Japanese, German, Italian and other Continental goods are 
also becoming well-established. 


British exporters often have a price advantage in the Pacific North- 
west which they do not enjoy on the East Coast because shipping 
costs from the United Kingdom to the West Coast are approximately 
the same as to East Coast , while freight rates from the East of 
the United States to the West Coast add considerably to the cost of 
some American goods. 


To sum up, the Pacific Northwest probably has at least as promising 
a future as any other section of the United States and it offers a steadily 
expanding market for United Kingdom exports provided they are

Board of Trade Revoke 
Miscellaneous Controls

1954 (S.I. 1954, No. 1480): 

The Control of Paper (Specified Material) Order, 1950. 

The Jute and Jute Goods Order, 1954. (Note: the revocation of 
this Order does not affect the present arrangements for public 
trading in imported jute goods). 

The Utility Goods (Supply) Order, 1952. 

The Utility Furniture (Supply) Order, 1952. 

These revocations are given Statutory effect by the Miscellaneous 
Controls (Revocation) Order, 1954 (S.I. 1954, No. 1693) which came 
into operation on December 31, 1954.

Token Imports from Canada 
and United States 


THE TOKEN IMPORT SCHEME will continue’ in 1955 for imports 
from Canada and the United States of America. Token import 
annual quotas will remain at 30 per cent. by value of the average 
exports of the commodity in question to the United Kingdom in 
1936-1938. This is announced by the Import Licensing Branch of 
the Board of Trade in Notice to Importers No. 704. 

It has been decided to restore to the list of commodities covered 
by the scheme a few items which were removed at the end of 1947 
for reasons which no longer hold good. These are :

International Talks on Electrical 
Equipment Standards 


THE INTERNATIONAL Commission on Rules for the Approval of 
Electrical Equipment (usually referred to as the C.E.E.) held meetings 
of three of its Technical Committees in London during the week 
December 6-11. These meetings, which were held at British Standards 
House, were concerned with Lighting Fittings, Portable Tools and 
Fuses. 

The C.E.E. is a body composed of those authorities in European 
countries who are responsible for the issue of specifications and 
regulations for electrical equipment for domestic and similar purposes 
and for the testing and approval of such equipment. The C.E.E. is 
concerned mainly with the safety aspects of the equipment, but 
performance requirements are also dealt with in some of the C.E.E. 
specifications. 

The meetings in London were attended by about 80 delegates from 
14 countries, and each of the three Committees met for two days. 

During the week a number of social functions and technical visits 
were held, the latter including visits to the Electrical Development 
Association’s Testing House and to the British Electricity Authority’s 
Research Laboratories at Leatherhead.

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Review of Productivity in Wrought 
Non-Ferrous Metals Industry 


THE MANUFACTURE of non-ferrous metals ~copper, zinc, and 
copper alloys -into wire, sheets, bars, strips and tubes, etc., gives 
ernployment to some 65,000 workers in about 90 firms in the United 
Kingdom. They vary widely in size. While some half-a-dozen employ 
thousands, there are numerous small, often family, concerns with 
less than 100 workers apiece. 

The industry is surveyed in Shaping the Future: A Review of 
Productivity in the Wrought Non-Ferrous Metals Industry issued by 
the British Productivity Council, 21 Tothill Street, London, S.W.1 
(price 1s. 6d.). This is the seventeenth in the series recording post-war 
development in certain British industries. Birmingham is the 
traditional centre of the industry. It is a key industry inasmuch as 
its semi-finished products are indispensable components of a wide 
variety of manufactures. Its contribution to British exports is thus 
mainly indirect; nevertheless it is estimated to represent about half 
the industry's total output. Direct exports stand at eight per cent. 
In fact, however, the non-ferrous metals industry plays a vital part 
in our national economy in peace as in time of war. To take only 
copper, more than half of its entire home consumption goes into 
equipment (cables, wiring, etc.) for the electrical industry. 

‘The report states that many vecent problems have arisen from the 
industry’s special position. ‘It has suffered acute shortages of its 
main raw materials, sometimes reaching proportions of national 
crisis; and sharp fluctuations, but progressive increases in their cost. 
(The price of copper to-day stands at over four times the 1945 figure.) 
It has been subjected to prolonged periods of Government control, 
intermittertly relaxed and made more stringent. It has seen many of 
its customers turn to alternative, sometimes less satisfactory, materials 
because of the uncertainty of non-ferrous metals supplies and prices. 
It has been confronted, in addition, with the labour shortages, fuel 
crises, rising costs of services and other difficulties common to all 
British industry during the past nine years.’ 

Inevitably, users have been driven to seek substitutes elsewhere ; 
already aluminium and non-metallic materials have supplanted 
10-15 per cent. of current European non-ferrous production, and 
this proportion may well rise. 


Need for Simplification and Standardization 


A conspicuous deterrent to productivity is the variety of products 
demanded by customers. ‘Even the largest and most progressive firms, 
which consider themselves as essentially standard-product mills, 
seldom, in fact, produce more than 50 per cent. of their output in 
standard dimensions and alloys. The effects of the immense range of 
metals and sizes called for by customers can be seen most clearly in 
these giants of industry, where, side by side with impressive, auto- 
matic machinery of the most up-to-date design relatively old-fashioned 
plant is still kept in operation to deal with ‘‘specials’’.’ Simplication 
and standardization offer a possible remedy. 

The Productivity Team from this country that visited the United 
States in 1950 advised as its first general recommendation: “The 
British industry should set up a permanent organization for sectional 
productivity teams to survey periodically the British non-ferrous 
metals industry.’ Though this suggestion has not been put into full 
practice, several of the trade organizations have been active in 
arranging team visits on lines similar to the Circuit Scheme, now in 
eperation by many Local Productivity Committees. ‘It is 
customary for firms anxious to acquire information on new machinery, 
er confronted with a particular problem, to approach competitors 
for advice, which is usually freely given. This would have been 
unthinkable in the pre-1939 era.’ 

“The industry is rich in trade organizations. Some 70 firms are 
members of one or more of the ten associations which in 1945 formed 
the British Non-Ferrous Metals Federation.’ 

Work study, it is stated, has aroused keen interest in the industry, 
which includes firms that were its pioneers in this country. 

Progress in workshop techniques is also recorded. 

The Review states that ‘Productivity in the industry as a whole has 
never been statistically measured’ and points to the difficulties involved. 
Nevertheless, a number of firms ‘have SOND? SEMEONT AT: NOIOG 
yardsticks of varying varying accuracy.’ Some account of 
is given in the usual Appendix, which deals with ten firms.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


TUESDAY DECEMBER 21: 


Import of Cars from North America 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, stated 
that our balance of payments had now improved sufficiently for us 
to be able to afford a modest relaxation in our restrictions on imports 
of North American motor cars. He saw no reason to expect that this 
decision would affect employment in our own industry. 


Shipment of Tomatoes from Canary Islands to U.K. 


Questioned about the restrictions imposed by the Spanish authorities 
on the shipment of tomatoes to the United Kingdom from the 
Canary Islands, ek ce sgraues of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, said that tomatoes were shipped from the Canary 
Islands to the United Kingdom both by lines operating a direct service 
and by passing lines. For some years the Spanish authorities had 
maintained regulations designed to ensure that the bulk of the traffic 
was carried by the four lines operating the direct service. One of these 
was Spanish, one Swedish, one Norwegian and one British. In general, 
the rule had been that a ing liner might load up to 10,000 baskets 
(each of 12 kilogrammes) although on occasions individual ships had 
been allowed larger cargoes. 

On October 18, 1954, the Spanish authorities issued an order 
containing regulations for 1954-1955 season. The order made no 
reference to the previous regulations under which passing liners were 
allowed to load up to 10,000 baskets each but contained a sentence to 
the effect that passing liners were authorized to load whenever an 
excess of fruit existed. This wording was ambiguous and in the first 
instance it was interpreted by the Canary Island authorities to mean 
that no passing liner should be allowed to load any tomatoes unless 
there was an excess of fruit which could not be carried by the direct 
services. Certain passing ships were, in consequence, forbidden to 
load. Representatives of the passing liners immediately protested. 
The Spanish authorities then explained that the order had) been 
mis-interpreted; there was no intention to exclude the passing lines 
and the original regulation under which ships of these lines could 
load up to 10,000 baskets of fruit remained in force, The object of the 
new regulations was to allow passing vessels to load without limitation 
when it could be demonstrated that there was an excess of fruit which 
could not be transported by the regular services. 


Shipments by passing lines were thereupon resumed. 
Census of Distribution for Wholesale Trade 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that the third volume of the census of distribution 


report, covering the wholesale trade, was in the printers’ hands and 
would be published in January. 


Trade with China 


Mr. Low said that Her Majesty’s Government were anxious to see 
trade with China in non-strategic goods developed as much as possible. 
This could be done without a formal trade agreement : essentially 
it depended upon the willingness of the Government of China and 
the Chinese trading bodies to buy such goods from us. 





Asked what medicines were on the list of goods on which there 
was an embargo for export to China, Mr. Low lied tha* the 
embargo covered a few basic materials such as bismuth and mercury 
compounds which could be used for medicinal as well as strategic 
purposes. Antibiotics, sulphonamides and anti-malarial drugs were 
freed from all restriction in November 1953. 

Asked also if he would grant import licences to business firms, 
other than the Newsprint S: ' Company, for the import of news- 
print from China, Mr. Low that he did not consider that it 
would be advantageous for a change to be made now in the arrange- 
ments which had existed since shortly after import licensing started,

East-West Trade 

The President was asked what approaches he had received from the 
United States Government for an extension of the embargo on East- 
West trade; and what was the nature of his reply. 

Mr. Low replied that the strategic controls were always kept under 
review and the President could not undertake to keep the House 
informed of all matters which might come up for discussion. 
Multiple Exchange Rates 

A questioner in the House of Lords asked Her Majesty’s Government 
what action they now proposed to secure appropriate compensatory 
relief to British exporters from the effects in overseas markets of 
multiple exchange rates, such as employed by peg: cand and from the 
effects of export subsidies such as employed by F 

Lord Mancroft, Board of Trade spokesman in the Hox Heute of Lords, 
replied that the Government were fully aware of the difficulties to 
which the questioner referred. He was not sure what measures the 
member had in mind as likely to provide compensatory relief to 
United Kingdom exporters in overseas markets frorn the effects 
of multiple exchange rates or export subsidies. 

Her Majesty’s Government’s policy was to tackle this problem 
not by adopting similar measures themselves but at the source. They 
were, therefore, seeking to secure the withdrawal of export subsidies 
or other forms of artificial aid to cai ae by international agreement. 

They were actiety Bie this in the present discussions on the 
General Agreement on and ‘rade at Geneva and in the 
Organization for ~ thee Has Economic Co-operation. 


WEDNESDAY DECEMBER 22 


Factory Sites at Birkenhead 


The President stated that the Board of Trade were continuing to 
bring factory sites which were available at Birkenhead and other 
parts of the Merseyside Development Area to the attention of 
industrialists, and were prepared in suitable cases to provide Govern- 
ment financed factories there. 


Location of Industry Policy 


There was no present intention to conduct a review of location of 
industry policy, the President stated.

The United States, France, Italy, Western Germany, 
Hungary, Hong Kong, India, japenendhe Asch Senss‘aie'ell 
striving for a share of this market which though small is thus extremely 
competitive and the British exporter who is willing to face the challenge 
needs to be on his toes. The Lebanese merchant will sell successfully 
if he is given good stuff at a competitive price.

Free Zone 


One further point in this connection is the existence of a free zone in 
the Port of Beirut. This Free Port has greatly contributed to the modern 
growth of Beirut as a merchanting centre for a wide area. Within the 
Free Zone merchandise can be packed and unpacked, stored, examined, 
manipulated, sorted, worked upon, bought and sold without payment 
of any state or municipal taxes or customs duties: These only arise 
where goods leave the Free Zone for consumption in the Lebanon. 
This enables the Lebanese merchant to keep the goods in proper 
condition and available for any opportunity which arises for them in 
any part of the world as and when a market appears.

The pattern is just beginning to change for Lebanon itself and will 
probably change more during the next few years.

Good Agents Essential 


To get an increased share of the current trade and to benefit from 
what should be an increased turnover in future, British exporters 
should examine this market keenly. The agent is often of importance : 
in a country where competition is extremely keen, with goods from 
so many nations freely on show, the agent can be as important as the 
goods and the trading terms. British exporters are quite often in- 
adequately represented and should pay more attention to the agent’s 

ormance, At the same time, the Lebanese demand up-to-date 
design, cheapness, sometimes quality and always speedy delivery. 

The Lebanon is so diverse a market that there can be no hard and

living is high, which means that until agents can be assured of large 
expanding business for a particular line they will reasonably expect a 
high trading profit. Once, sew Polly ae me gn 
popular, it may be possible to arrange lower commission in order to 
get greatly increased sales. There are large numbers of agents in the 
Aedes hee ip sent af: adaeede to-o0 rome, Jeonther, are 
mainly the ones who appreciate frequent and extended visits from 
their principals. The development of the buyers’ market has increased 
the attractive terms which our competitors are offering to their 
agents, For example, some countries are using the free zone in Beirut 
as a forward depot to which goods are sent on consignment; for these 
increased facilities the agents are expected to - and can — produce an 
increased turnover. 

In brief then, let it be repeated that the Lebanese market is one 
where expansion of United Kingdom export is possible and desirable, 
and more significantly it is a market which is of far greater importance 
than appears on the surface. It merits continued close attention and 
study from British exporters, Such study, if it leads to success, can 
have an effect far outside the confines of the Lebanese market alone,

Britain Offers Further Financial 
Aid to Jordan 


THE FINANCIAL discussions held in London between the Jordan 
Delegation and representatives of Her Majesty’s Government have 
now been concluded. Jooden's saieed Senge of economic 
devclopment was examined and Her t have 
reaffirmed their intention of co-operating with Jondan to the fullest 
extent practicable, Her Majesty's Government have undertaken, 
subject to the approval of Parliament, to make available to the Govern- 
ment of Jordan financial assistance amounting to £2-5 million in the 
financial year beginning on April 1, 1955. 

The opportunity was taken of discussing Jordan’s 1955 balance of 
payments. Arrangements have been made for meeting her dollar 
requirements during the year. 


Statement in House of Commons 


The following answer regarding the discussions with the Jordan 
Delegation was given on December 22 in the House of Commons in 
answer to a question addressed to the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs : 

‘The British and Jordanian Delegations examined in detail the 
revised five-year plan for Jordan’s economic development, as agreed 
between the two Governments in 1953. In the light of these discussions 
H.M. Government re-affirm their intention of co-operating with the 
Jordan Government in their efforts to improve the Jordan economy. 

‘Her Majesty’s Government have, therefore, offered, subject to 
th- approval of Parliament, to provide the Jordan Government in 
1955/56 sums totalling £2-5 million. Of this, up to £0°75 million will 
be a grant devoted as in 1954/55 towards meeting the expected deficit 
in Jordan’s budget for next year. The £1-75 million will 
be an interest- loan which will be spent in 1955/56 on certain 
agreed projects listed in the five-year plan. 

‘Jordan’s 1955 balance of payments as a member of the sterling area 
was also discussed and arrangements were agreed for making available 
dollars from sterling area resources during the year 1956.’ 


Anglo-Polish Trade Discussions 


AFTER DISCUSSIONS with representatives of the Polish Govern- 
ment, agreement was reached in London on 21 about 
trading exmunquusaaefor dub eleieid-went of Gis nate Pelidh "Prk 
Arrangement signed in November last (see Board of Trade Journal of 
November 20, page 1106). Discussions on the question of bacon 
imports are expected in the New Year. 

To take account of present market possibilities, increased quotas 
have been agreed for the import of some Polish goods, including 
wooden manufactures and manufactured foodstufis. 

The export quotas for United Kingdom goods, which were agreed, 
included increased opportunities for the United Kingdom engineering 
and motor vehicle industry as well as new quotas for woollen piece- 
goods, dyestuffs and paints, domestic electrical appliances, radios and 
sporting equipment. 
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Anglo-German Agreement on 
Goods under Quota 


AGREEMENT has been reached between two delegations, repre- 
senting the United Kingdom and the German Governments, at 
meetings in Bonn between December 6 and 22 on arrangeraents for 
trade in goods still under quota on each side for the year 1955. 
The delegations also discussed other trade and commercial matters 
of mutual interest in a spirit of friendly understanding and reached 

conclusions on a number of outstanding issues. The 
Ghacendéne teak glass cantdk ta tatenaid of the inteanacel 
both countries to proceed further towards the complete freedom of 
trade and payments as rapidly as possible.

DISCUSSIONS ABOUT trade and payments arrangements between

The working of arrangements concluded for 1954 was reviewed: 

The arrangements made for hg provide for an increase in trade in 
both directions as compared with 1954. 

The Spanish authorities agreed to maintain for 1955 the same general 
arrangements regarding the import of United Kingdom goods. 

The Spanish authorities also undertook to maintain existing arrange- 
ments regarding transfer of current financial remittances from Spain 
and to transfer some of the arrears of the financial remittances. 

The importation into the United Kingdom of a considerable 
proportion of products which enter into the export trade of Spain is 

lready free from restrictions. The United Kingdom authorities gave 
certain undertakings regarding other imports from Spain into the 
United Kingdom. 


Austria and Yugoslavia 


HER MAJESTY’S AMBASSADOR in Vienna reports that a Protocol to 
the Trade Agreement of August 17, 1948, between Austria and 
Yugoslavia was signed in Vienna on November 27, 1954, to govern 
trade for the year ending October 31, 1955. 

Austrian exports to Yugoslavia will include staple fibre, woollen 
yarns, cellulose, newsprint and other paper, rolling mill products, 
steel and steel manufactures, tools, ball bearings, locomotive parts, 
scientific and other instruments, machinery, internal com 
engines, locomotives and parts, motor vehicles, motorcycles 
and bicycles, tractors and trailers, postal telegraphic and telephonic 
equipment, electrical machinery, chemicals, and various metal goods. 

Yugoslavian exports to Austria will include poultry, animal feeding 
stuffs, maize, pyrites, petroleum derivatives, lead, ferro alloys, coal, 
undressed furskins, leather, pulping timber, nuts and fresh fruit, 
fresh vegetables, fish, wine, ‘and carpets.

Customs Tariff Changes 


THE FOLLOWING modifications to India’s import duties have been 
announced by the Government of India: 

Recorded Discs: Under S.R.O. 3507 (Customs Notification No. 
158) recorded discs, falling under Tariff item No. 79 and imported 
into India for processing and export, are exempt from the whole of 
the customs duty, provided that: 

(i) the Chief Customs Officer is satisfied that the recordings 
contained in such discs are not ordinarily marketable in India ; 
and 

(ii) the importer executes a bond undertaking: 

(a) to re-export the master records within a period of six months 
of the date of import or any further time allowed for this 
purpose by the Officer; and 

(b) to pay the duty chargeable thereon in the event of his 
failure to do so within the specified period. 

Broodmares and Stallions: Under S.R.O. 3508 (Customs 
Notification No. 159) broodmares and stallions, falling under Tariff 
item No. 1 (1) and imported into India for the purpose of breeding 
only and not for the purpose of racing, are exempt from the whole of 


the customs duty.
